GERMANY AND THE 
". . CORRIDOR: 


Any step towards an improve- 
ment in the relations between 
Germany and Poland is to be 
welcomed, since for many years 
the tension between these two 
countries over the future of tho 
Corridor has been a distinct 
danger-point - in. European poli- 
tics, Time will tell whether 
Germany is sincere in her latest 
approaches to Poland . or . whe- 
ther, as the Petit Parisien sug- 
gests, she is merely adopting a 
temporary policy of conciliation 
and has no intention of abandon- 
ing her claim to. the Corridor. 


‘| It-may be recalled, in this con- 


nexion, that not many’ weeks 
ago Herr Goebells declared that 
Germany could -not regard the 
creation of the Polish Corridor 
as a permanent arrangement, 
and ‘that he desired to have it 
back, preferably by negotiation. 
In 1925, the laté Herr Gustav 
Stresemann, in ‘a disquieting 
letter sent to the ex-Crown 
Prince of Germany, laid down as 
one of the principal aims of 
German policy the retaking of.
